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Otwithſtanding the many Arts that 
have been uſed, both by our former 
and preſent Mrs, to keep the 
5 People ignorant of the wretched 
Condition to which this Nation is become 
reduced, by the Avarice, Ambition, and Ra- 
pine of thoſe that have had ſugceſſively the 
greateſt Influence in our C-——ls, and by 
whoſe perverſe Obſtinacy, and erroneous Con- 
duct, we have been engaged in the molt re- 
mote Broils on the Continent ; yet the Mi- 
ſeries which we labour under are at length be- 
come ſo onerous, as to oblige ſuch as have 
long affected to wear the Maſk of Inſenſi- 
bility, to drop their Vizards, and openly con- 
feſs, that Affairs are not altogether in ſuch a 
romiſing Situation, as to afford thoſe plea- 
fant ideal Proſpects, wherewith they have 
too long amuſed themſelves, and impoſed on 


the credulous Vulgar, | 
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It is certain that the utmoſt Fndeavours 


have been practiſed, to immexſe Truth deeper 
in her Well than ever any Philoſopher, ei- 
ther ancient or modern, yet found her; but 
ſtill it cannot prevent our being fully con- 
vinced, that Great Britain has all along con- 


tributed a much larger Quota to the War, 


both in Men and Money, than was her Share: 
and that we have not only aſſumed the cha- 
racter of Ballance-Maſters-General, but alſo 
have ſuffer d ourſelves to be made the Pay- 


Maſters-General, of Europe. Inſomuch that 
altho we had the leaſt View of any People, of 


availing us by this War, when we ? firſt ſet out 


upon it, yet ſuch has been the inconſiderate 


and raſh Management of our Leaders, that we 
have not only been forc'd to bear more than a 
common Part in the Calamity, but alſo are 
obliged to continue under the Oppreſſion of 
this heavy and grievous Yoke, without Hopes 
of obtaining any Compenſation for our Suf- 


ferings and . or the leaſt Satisfaction for 


thoſe Injuries, which were ſo plauſibly urged 
as the ſpecious Pretext, for our entering on 


ſuch deſtructive Meaſures and Engagements 


as have hitherto been purſued. So that it may 
with the greateſt Juſtice be aver'd, that ever V 
State, which has felt the Effects of this dread- 


ful Combuſtion, that has overſpread almoſt all 
* _ be faid to — greater Comforts 


. in 
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In their Miſery, than the poor diſtreſſed King- 
1 dom of Great Britain: As they can ſu 
> — themſelves with the Hopes of obtaining a tho- 
4 rough Reparation of their Loſſes, on the Ar- 
7 rival of a Peace; or flatter themſelves with the 
> plauſible Views they have entertain'd of gain- 
ing ſuch new Acquiſitions, by the Continuance 
of the War, as may thoroughly indemnify 
them for all the Loſſes and Charges they have 
ſuffered. But as theſe Points may appear 
a little incredible at firſt fight, to thoſe that 
are prejudiced by Intereſt, Obſtinacy, or Pred 
= ferments, I ſhall attempt to illuſtrate them 
| in a few Words; and render what I have ad- 
AF vanced ſufficiently conſpicuous even to the 
: moſt darkened or wilful Blind Man in this 


In order 1 to ſet Matters in a true 
Light, it is neceſſary to take a curſory View 
of the Hopes and Fears of the Parties 
already engaged in the Belligerant State; 
and by comparing them with theſe which 
we feel in the like condition, it will enable 
us, in the end, juſtly to determine who has 
the greateſt, or leaſt Cauſe, to deſpond on 
the preſent Occaſion: And alſo by this Com- 
pariſon, we ſhall become better acquainted 
with the Happineſs or Miſery of our preſent 
Situation; and may thereby prevent ourſelves 
4 being deluded by the falſe Hopes, or terrified 
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by the imaginary. Fears, of ws Wicked and 
Deſigning. " 


In the firſt We dhen let us caſt our 
Eyes upon thoſe that ſeem to be on the 
winning Side of the Game: And here, un- 
doubtedly we ſhall meet with the greateſt 
Expectations and the feweſt Fears. . gh 
France may exult on her Victories and Con- ; 
queſts, yet ſhe certainly cannot deny having 
very ſenſibly felt the Effects of War, both 
in her Marine and Commerce; which latter 
has encreaſed ſo prodigiouſly, ſince the laſt 
War, as to be more advantageous than any 
Acquiſitions ſhe can expect to gain by Arms 
_ unleſs it be ſuch __ will Cauſe an Addition 
to her Trade. _ ce may have been pretty 
| ſeverely called both in her Navy and Pans 
merce, yet ſhe has the Conſolation of having 
| made - ſeveral fortunate Campaigns ; and if 
her Finances have ſuffered a conſiderable Di- 
j minution, yet ſhe has that Comfort remain- 
1 ing, to exerciſe her Reflection and cheer her 
% Spirits, (which it has not been our Fortune 
to obtain) of having not laviſhed her Blood 
and Treaſures in vain: But, by extending 
her Empire, is become the Miſtreſs of a 
large and fruitful Territory, well fituated for 
compleating her Views of engroſſing Uni- 
verſal Commerce, and inhabited by a People 


who were > formerly frugal and induſtrious, till 
"the 5 
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where it now remains. 
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the Ambition and Avarice of their Governors 
_ expoſed them to the continual Havock and 


Depredations of War, and the arbitrary Op- 
preſſions of the ſeveral new Maſters, which 
they were obliged to ſubject themſelves to, 


in ſuch an unhappy State, put an end to their 


Induſtry, and deprived; them of the Benefit 
they had long held of being poſſeſſed of the 


chief Mart of Trade in Europe; which was 


ſoon after removed into 


ther Country, 
owever, we need 
not in the leaſt doubt, but the Policy of 
France will be quick-fighted enough to make 


the greateſt Advantage of her Conqueſts, by 


opening again the Market of her new Sub- 


jects, ſoon as it is in the Power of her Arms 
to ſecure them quietly in their natural In- 
duſtry and Commerce, by the Acquiſition of 
ſuch a Barrier as may keep the Rage of War 
ftom their Doors. This we have the greater 
Reaſon to expect, ſince France, as I before 


obſerved, has been fo aſſiduouſſy bent from 
the Treaty of Utrecht, to the breaking out 
of the preſent War, in improving and ex- 


| tending her Trade: and ſhould her Arms put 
ber in poſſeſſion of the Seven Provinces, we 
| ſhould perceive, that Univerſal Commerce 
was more to be eſteemed the * 


Wiſhes, than even Univerſal Dominion it- 


ſelf; as it would be almoſt impracticable for her 


to ſupport the latter, fo as to reap any Benefit 
„ fo, | there- 


* 
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therefrom, en the Affiftance of the for- 
mer. But although there may, at preſent, 


be but little likelihood of her gaining fo great 


an Aſcendancy; yet it is certain that the 


F War muſt 8 her to en- 


ken one knows, that it is far from being 
the Intereſt of Spain to wage War with 
England; and — has undoubtedly been a 
eat Sufferer, not only by our ranſacking 
r American Territories, and making ſuch 
large and rich Captures of her mercantileShip- 
ping, but alſo by our preventing the bringing 
home of Treafi res from the Weſt Indies, 
which now lie there mouldering in Storehouſes, 
till a Peace ſ ſhall ſecure their Paſſage to Eu- 
rope: And the Spaniards themſelves are be- 
come ſo thoroughly ſenſible of the Truth of 


their old Proverb, Peace with England, and 


War with the whole WW, orld, that were it not 
for a French Influence, which prevails as 
much in their Councils, even againſt the Na- 
tional Intereſt, as that of the Dutch does 
elſewhere, we ſhould ſoon find them ready 
to embrace Peace with Britain, almoſt on 


Carte- Blanche Terms. But thoug h the moſt 


ſenſible Part of the un N — are fully 
convinced, 


having ſuch pleaſing Proſpects in view, may 
| gray r thoſe Hardſhips, which the 
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convinced, that their prolonging the War in 
complaiſance to the French Court, is a great 
Prejudice to themſelves ; . nevertheleſs, they 
comfort themſelves, and cheriſh the People, 
with the Hopes of obtaining a Kingdom for 


Don Philip, and of making ſuch extraordi- 
nary Acquiſitions, by the Aſſiſtance of the 
French Arms, as may fully compenſate all 
former Loſſes : and it is theſe ſpecious Views: 
that have hitherto prevented their harkning 
to any Terms of Peace that have been pro- 
poſed to them ſeparately, without the Con- 
currence of their grand Ally and Confederate 
the French King, | „ 2” 
As for the Genoeſe, they have been in a 
manner compelled to take that Part in the 
War which they have done, by the Male- 
treatment they ſuffered from the Houſe of 
Auſtria ; and would have readily accepted 
of a Neutrality, could they have poſſibly hit 
on any other Expedient for recovering of 
Final, which the Empreſs Queen was about 
depriving them of, to oblige the King of Sar- 
dima, However, though they have cer- 
tainly been great Sufferers, having at one time 
nearly loſt their All, yet the Succeſs of that 
glorious Stand, which they made at laſt, in 
Defence of their Liberties, againſt the Inva- 
ſion and Encroachments' of arbitrary Power, 
and the conſiderable Succours that our watch- 
. 1 5 ful 
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ful Fleets and Squad rons have ſ uffered chem 
to receive, from time to time, both from 
the French and Spaniards, has fo exhilarated 
their Spirits, that they even live in hopes of 


being again re-eſtabliſhed in their former 
Kighits and Properties; and to receive, at the 
Concluſion of a Peace, a full frdemuification 
for all Loffes that they have ſuffered. Happy 
would it be for Britain, could ſhe entertain 
Herſelf with the leatt Proſpect of ever ac- 

iring ſuch Satisfaction, for the immenſe 
Quantity of Blood and Treaſure that ſhe has 


expended.

Having thus taken a flight View of the 


Condition and Expectations of our Enemies, 
let us now turn our Eyes on that of our 
Friends, Neighbours, and Allies; in whoſe 
Quarrel we have embarked, or rather, whoſe 
Protection we have taken upon our own 
Hands. The Houſe of Auſtria ſuffered ver 

much, at the Beginning of the War, bott 


from the Pruffian and French Forces; yet 


being enabled by our Mediation and Affiſ- 
| tance, not only to recover moſt of her loſt 
Territories, but alſo to place an Emperor on 
the Throne, eyen. againſt the natural Incli- 


nations of all the Princes in Germany, ſhe 
has obtained enough to ſatisfy her, i Am- 
bition had any Bounds, even were ſuch of 


the 
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* the Low Countries, as are now in the Poſ- 
5 ſeſſion of the French, quite irretrievable ; as, 
notwithſtanding her Pride and haughty De- 
fires of extenſive Dominion, it is well known, 
ſhe was never able to ſupport and garriſon 
* thoſe Countries ſufficiently. But ſhe has not 
only the Conſolation of certainly having her 
4 Power re- inſtated in thoſe Countries, at the 
Conclufion of a Peace ; but alſo of obtaining 
adequate Satisfaction for ſuch Part of her 
Territories, as ſhe ſhall be obliged to part 
with in favour of Don Philip, or any other 
Power. . 55 


The King of Sardinia has received ſuch 
large Subſidies ever ſince the Commencement 
of the War, and they have been ſo punctually 
paid, as to enable him to make that vigorous 
Defence, which we have had the Pleaſure to 
behold, againft his Enemies: and if he ſhould 
loſe a ſmall Part of his Territories for the pre- 
ſent, yet the almoſt abſolute Certainty of 
having them reſtored, when Matters come 
to be made up, with a thorough Reparation 
for all Injuries, muſt needs induce him to 
- purſue the War with Ardour and Vigour. 


As to our good Neighbours, and High and 
Mighty Allies, the Dutch, though they have 
uttered the French to get footing in their 
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Territories, by their double Dealing ; yet they 
| have the Comfort to reflect, that the War 
has hitherto. coſt them little or nothing, in 


Lives or Money, in compariſon to what it 


has done Great Britain; that they are al- 
ways ſure of having ſuch a Majority of Friends 
in this Iſland, as, even ſhould they be ob- 


liged to declare War againſt France, would 
effectually ſcreen them trom furniſhing their 


full Quota's, either of Troops, Shipping, or 


Money: In a word, notwithſtanding their 


affecting a more deplorable Condition than 


what they are really reduced to, in order to 


prevail with the tender Britiſb Hearts to un- 
tie their Purſe- Strings, and bleed freely on 


this Occaſion ; yet it is well known, that if 


they can condition with Great Britain to let 


them proſecute the War on their own Terms; 


and in ſuch a manner as may beſt ſuit their 


ptivate Intereſt ; that it will be eaſy for them 


at any time to prevail on France for a Neu- 
trality, or ſeparate Peace, if Matters ſhould 


not ſucceed, in a Campaign or two, ac- 
cording to their Wiſhes : or otherwiſe, ſhould 
Fortune declare in favour of the Allies, they 
are thoroughly certain of being fully in- 


demnified for all Charges and Loſſes, at that 


happy Congreſs which ſhall give Peace to 

Europe. And it is well known, by former 

Inſtances, that their High Mightineſſes will 
— 
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not fail inſiſting on a full Compenſation for 
their Sufferings ; which probably they will 


_ eakief obtain from the Good-Nature, and at 


the Expence of their Allies, than from any 


other Power, in order to remove all Ob- 


ſtructions to that much wiſhed-for Event' a 


General Peace, However that be, yet the 


Hollanders may comfort themſelves with the 


ſtrongeſt Aſſurances of being no Loſers by 


War, even ſhould their Enemies prevail; if 
they have but the cautionary Diſcretion to 


keep a good Look-out, before Things run to 


too . Exttemities. 


Theſe are EP chief Confeiticns: what al- 
leviate the Miſeries of War, amongſt all 
thoſe that are engaged therein, except Great 
Britain : But to what Reſource ſhe can apply 


for Comfort in her Calamity, or what Expe- 


dients ſhe can make uſe of to obtain any 


Satisfaction for her Injuries, or Reparation 


for her Lofles, does not at preſent appear ſo 


evident, as to ground the leaſt Hopes on. 


We may, indeed, juſt buoy ourſelves up from 
ſinking into Deſpair, by being in Poſſeſſion 


of Cape Breton. The Expectations that ariſe 
_ of either holding that*Place in our own 
Hands, or receiving ſuch Advantages in Ex- 
change for it, as will benefit our Commerce, 
"uy 9 8 5 our Spirits up for a time; but even

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theſe Hopes are too thin to rely on, * 
rather appears the ſtrongeſt Reaſons to ſuſ- 


pect, that valuable Acquiſition will fall a Sa-

crifice to the Ambition or Avarice of our Al- 


lies; and that we ſhall be obliged to ſurrender 


it, either to obtain the os a for the 
Houſe of Auſtria, or ſome Indemnifications 


for the Hollanders. For though we have 


borne the chicf Burden of the War, yet it 


3s much to be feared that in a Congreſs we 
{ball be the laſt Party whoſe Loſſes ill be 
thought upon for Reparation ; as both our 
Friends and-Enemies will haye the Gratifica- 
tion of their own ſeparate Intereſts too much 
at heart, to think on thoſe of Great Britain: 
fo that if our Plenipotentaries are not ex- 


ceceding able and active, we ſhall ſtand but 


very little Chance of obtaining any Com- 


nſation for all our * Loſſes, and 


Erpence.

| Whatever Means other Nations may find

being the mutual Supports of each other.

to purſue the empty Phantoms of Glory and 


We have not 1 the Mixfortune to be 
plunged in a tedious, expenſive and fruitleſs 
Land-War ; but alfo of finding it wrong 
conducted throughout, by thoſe who have 
had - the Management thereof, continually* 
taking ſuch Steps, and purſuing ſuch Mea- 


' ſures, as were apparently contrary to the In- 
tereſt of Great Britain. Yet theſe wiſe 
Miſmanagers and unſkilful Conductors have 


all along been ſuffered to proceed with Im- 
punity, nay even without being accuſed, -

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ſo much as called upon to vindicate thoſe 
Undertakings which have been notoriouſly 
erroneous to the Eyes of the whole Nation.

to high Poſts in the G t, not from any 
peculiar Abilities, Genius, or Qualifications 

of their. own, but on account of their in-

Fower, or from their particular Affinity to 
certain F amilies. Intereſt has been more re- 
| garded than either Wiſdom, Ability, or Vir- 
 tue; and; the publick Wealth bas been baſely 
beſtowed on worthleſs and inſignificant Tools 
in Civil Life; and laviſhly expended on thoſe 
that have had neither Merit, Character, or 
Honour, in the Military. Artifice, Intrigue, 
with mean Expedients, and low and dirty 
Jobbs, have long paſſed for the utmoſt Fi- 
naſſe of Policy. The Power of making plau- 2 
fible Speeches, well interlarded with | bitter 
Invectives, delivered in the moſt indecent 4 
Language, and the Art of defending abſolute 
Contradictions without the leaſt Embarraſſ. 
ment, has been approved of vas the greateſt 
Pitch of Eloquence; and thoſe mean and 
ſordid Wretches have been ſuffered to poſſeſs 
themſelves with Power and Riches, that 
have one Day inſulted the Miniſtry with the 
moſt biting Sarcaſins, and loaded their Mea- 
ſures with Obloquy, as ruinous and deſtruc- 
tive, and tlie next have purſued thoſe very

which ſhe has long groaned under, from the 
Ignorance and Imbecility of her G ——— rs, 
have been rendered vain and fruitleſs: of the 
Truth of which we have juſt had the Miſ- 


fortune to ſee a very melancholy Inſtance, in 
a certain very able Stateſman and eminent 
| Patri tot, 
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dom. of their Dl Wh ae 
and entailed ſuch an immenſe Charge on the 
whole Nation, as it will hardly ever be in 
the Power of Poſterity to free themſelves 
from. But theſe were not the only Evils at- 
tendant on the Propagation. ol "univerſal Cor. 
ruption ; for its Patrons were furniſhed by 
this unhappy Diſaſter, with a fair Opportus 
nity of ſtrengthening their Hand, and im- 
mediately took every Occafioh of graſping at 
ſuch an Immenſity of Power, as they thought 
neceſſary for the future Secutity: of: themſelves 
in their Orb of Influence. All this: they 
_ chiefly perfected under the ſpecious Pretext 
of acquiring ſuch Power to the C— n, as 
might prevem the Danger of any future In- 
ſurrections. But if the Prerogative has ac- 
quired any additional Strength on this Occa- 
ſion, the Nation has been a conſidetable 
Looſer ; and it is certain that the C — n can⸗ 
not have a more laſting and better Security 
than the ſincere Attachment and hearty Aﬀecs 
| tion of the. E - which it is much to be
